The term itself 
must be regarded as all-in- 
clusive 

Britain has led the world in 
the variety and quality of 
voluntary services. The new 
bureaucracy, it Is true, is om- 
nipresent, But the host of 
voluntary services has grown 
sull greater, It is one of the 
hallmarks of the free and de- 
mocratic way of life, distin- 
furshing it) very markedly 
' from the compulsions of what 
is often called the slave State. 
| {tas hardly necessary to po 
pointe the reasons for the un- 
satisfactory response to the 
original uppeal, Many are 
commen to all countries un- 
der the British Flag. There 
is always a malaise after a 
reat war, There is always 
a hatred of uniforms and re- 
gimentation Free peoples 
perform prodigies of service 
and valour in’ time of war, 
When peace comes they want 
to be left alone to enjoy the 
full freedom they have won 
by their exertions. 

The concession made to this 
prejudice under the new Bill 
authorising the formation of 
an Essential Services Corps, 
to be independent of the De- 
fence Force, ought to yleld far 
better results, Wars always 
leave behind them a variety 
of grudges and yrievances. 
Mistakes are made, ‘and are 
not easily forgotten by those 
who suffered from them. But 
boys and men of goodwill no 
doubt will relate these rank- 
ling memories to the situation 
as a whole and find a truer 
sense of proportion. 

In Hong Kong we stand on 
the tiptoe of history. The day 
when nobody knew whether 
the Colony would be defended 
against attack, or could be if 
the will existed, has passed. 
The Imperial Authorities have 
done their part, and done it 
far more thoroughly than 
even the most optimistic ex- 
pected a year or so ago. 

That does not finally master 
the situation, however. On 
the contrary, it tends to throw 
the onus back upon the essen- 
tial services with redoubled 
foree. The external danger 
isn’t yet-over by any means. 
No prudent man would care 
to make positive prophecies on 
what may come out of China 
oné, two, or three years hence. 
‘| There are always greater pos- 
sibilities of evil than of good

The British Government an- 
nounced today that it might 
change the law conferring diplo- 
matic immunity on Tass, the oM- 
elat Soviet news agency. 


London, 


The Lord Chancellor, Lord 
Jowltt, made the announcement 
In the House of Lords after Lord 
Vanalttart had osked the Govern- 
nent to curb the activitles of the 
Tass agency. 


A Court of Appeal ruled last 
June that Toss had diplomatic 
immunity and could not be sucd 
for bel. The question arose be- 
chuse of an unsuccessful Hbel 
action brought against Tass by a 
former professor at Prague Uni- 
versity, Dr. Vladimir Krajina. 

Lord Jowitt indicated that the 
luw might have to be changed. 
The Government, he said, had}. 
decided to‘sct up an Inter- 
departmental Committee to con- 
sider and report on the question 
which ralses matters of vory ,con- 
siderable diMcully in Intérna- 
tional law, 

Ne declared: "We must remem- 
ber that anything we do here 
must be reciprocal, Until the re- 
port of this committee has been 
received and considered, it is not 
posstbte for mé to make any fur- 
ther comment, os what is invol- 
ved Is an alteration in our exist- 
ing law which had beén  estab- 
lished for many years.” 

Referring to a recent 
which £4,000 damages were 
awarded against the “Daily 
Worker,” the British Communist 
Party newspaper to a former 
Yugoslav Minister, M. Cicin Sain, 
Lord Vansittart said: “I hope 
that If M. Sain does not get his 
damages ho will communicate 
with me afd I will then como 
down to this House and propese 
that the ‘Datly Worker’ should 
be closed, aS we closed {it during 
the war for ita services to Hitler. 

“We really cannot afford to sct 
up a new privileged class, I 
therefore urge most strongly upon

ALBANIA» 
ON THE 
WARPATH 


Albania, November 23. 

Aibanio téday accused the 
United States, Britain and 
Yugoslavia of persistent spying 
against Albania. 

The Albanian Government 
made {ts chafges in a 4,000-word 
note to the Yugoslav Govern- 
ment, 

The note also uccused an 
“Anglo-American Secret Service 
organisation” of working to “or- 
ganise resivtance against the rul- 
Ing realme wmong Albantans in 
exile.” 

The Albunian note was broad: 
cast by Tirana Radjo and was 
heard In London. It was the latest 
In an exchange with Yugoslavia 
which grew out of Marshal Tito’s 
denunciation of Yugoslavia's 
treaty of friendship with Albania. 

The .note named “Army officers 
and othern who, it sald, “collabo- 
rated with Yugoslav Army autho- 
rities. and: particularly with the 
reactionary” forces “to overthrow 
the existing rogime of Premicr 
Enver Hoxha.” . 

The note did not further Iden- 
tify the Army officers. 

It rald that Belgrade Radio's 
broudecnsts were “essentially Fos- 
cist propaganda.” It added that 
the Yugoslavs were ongaged In a 
campaign .of “calumny and pro- 
vocative onslaughts against Al- 
bania.”—Associated Press.
